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REPORT on tHe BIRTHS, DEATHS ann MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER ENDED 31st Marcu 1942. 





Summary.— A leading feature of the Return for the first quarter of 1942 
is that the marriage-rate, 10-3 per thousand,* is the highest ever recorded 
for any first quarter in Scotland. It is 3-9 above the pre-war (1935-89) 
average. The birth-rate of 17-7 per thousand is 0-1 below the average.* For 
the third year in succession the weather during the first quarter was of a very 
severe character, January being the third coldest January and February the 
coldest February of the present century. Despite this, the death-rate was 
1:8 below the average. The infantile mortality, 90 per thousand live births, 
was 7 below the average. The death-rate from tuberculosis, 87 per 100,000, 
was 1 above the average. Maternal mortality, 5-1 per thousand births, live 
and still, was 0-4 above the average, but deaths from road transport accidents 
(2385) were 109 fewer than in the preceding quarter. 


Births, still-births and deaths (except Service deaths and civilian deaths 
due to enemy action, which are not allocated to any lccal area) are corrected 
throughout this report by transfer to usual place of residence if in Scotland, 
but marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births.—The 21,881 births in the quarter under review are 873 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1941, the rate per 1,000 population, 17-7, 
being 0:3 below. It is 0-1 below the average. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-0 per cent., is 0-9 above that for 
the first quarter of 1941 and 1-0 above the average. 

Of the 21,881 births registered, 11,252 were of male children and 10, 629 
of female children, being 1, 059 male births per 1,000 female. Births regis- 
tered in January numbered 7,840, in February 6,691 and in March 7,850, the 
equivalent monthly birth-rates being 17:3, 17-4 and 18-5 respectively. 


Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter 


was 970 and is equivalent to a rate mY 42 per i ,000 total births (including 
still-births). 


Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 12 ,743, is 1,989 above 
that for the first quarter of 1941. The rate per 1,000 ) population was 10:3. 
It is 1-6 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1941 and 3-9 above the 
pre-war five years’ average (1935-1939). It is the highest marriage-rate 
recorded in Scotland for any first quarter. | 

Of the 12,748 marriages registered, 1,485 were civil marriages contracted | 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 4 
others were irregular marriages, contracted before that Act came into 
operation. The remainder, 11,254, were solemnized by a minister of 
religion. In the first quarter of 1941 civil marriages numbered 1,166, and 
those with a religious ceremony numbered 9,582. 

Marriages registered in January numbered 5 875, in February 3,537 and 
in March 3.831, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 12-6, 9-2 and 
9-0 respectively. 

* All rates for the years 1939 to 1942 which are quoted in this Return are based upon the 


estimated population of Scotland as at the middle of 1939. The averages quoted, except where 
otherwise specified, are for the five years 1937-1941. 
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Deaths.— Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 19,441 and 
equalled a rate of 15-7 per 1,000 population. They are 8,891 fewer than were 
registered in the first quarter of 1941. The rate is 3-2 less than in that 
quarter and 1-8 below the five years’ average for the first quarter. 

Deaths registered in January numbered 6,449, in February 6,250, and in 
March 6,742, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 15-2, 16:3 and 15-9 
— respectively. 


Ages.—Comparison of deaths at various age-periods with the five years’ 
average shows improvement in each age-group except 15-24. The percentage 
decrease was 88-9 in age-group 1-4 and 24-6 in age-group 5-9, while in 
age-eroup 15-24 the percentage increase was 7:4, principally due to an 
increase in deaths from violent causes. Compared with the numbers for the 
first quarter of 1941, there was a large decline in every age-group. 


Infantile Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,961 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality-rate of 90 per 1,000 regis- 
_ tered live births. This rate is 19 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1941 and 7 below the five years’ average. Among !egitimate children the 
mortality was 86 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 1338. 

The infantile mortality for the large burghs was 94, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 84. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 150 in 
Paisley, 118 in Glasgow and 106 in Ayr to 61 in Inverness, 50 in Stirling and 
46 in Perth. 


Causes of Death.— Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 411 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal 
epidemic diseases, being 784 fewer than in the first quarter of 1941. The 
death-rate for this group is 88 per 100,000 of population. This rate is about. 
one-quarter of the five years’ average rate for the first quarter of the year. 
These deaths include 10 from typhoid and paratyphoid fevers, 72 from 
cerebro-spinal fever, 6 from scarlet fever, 27 from whooping-cough, 115 from 
diphtheria, 165 from influenza and 16 from measles. 


Tuberculosis.—The 1,080 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 77 
fewer than in the first quarter of 1941. Of them, 828 were ascribed to tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system and 252 to tuberculosis of other organs. 
The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 87 per 100,000, that from 
respiratory tuberculosis being 67. These rates are practically the same as the 
five years’ averages. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,157 and equal 
a rate of 175 per 100,000: These deaths are 93 more than in the first quarter 
of 1941, and the rate is 18 above the five years’ average. Part of this increase 
is doubtless due to the ageing of the population. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1,095 and from 
pneumonia 1,101. The corresponding death-rate per 100,000 population is 89 
in each case. The average rates for the first quarters of the last five years 
are 180 and 135 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 117 and are equal to a rate of 5:3 per 
1,000 live births. This rate is 0-4 above the five years’ average for this 
quarter of the year. Including still-births the maternal death-rate is 5-1 per 
1,000. 


_ Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 1,175 and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 95 per 100,000. Excluding all deaths from war operations, they 
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numbered 1,018 as against 1,039 in the previous quarter. Included in deaths 
from war operations there were 22 civilian deaths from enemy action, as 
against 80 in the previous quarter. Ten of these deaths were of adults and 
12 of children aged under 15. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 235 
were attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 109 compared with 
the previous quarter. 


Weather.— The following summary of the weather of the quarter has been 
compiled from notes supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh :— 


January.—Mean barometric pressure* 29-902 ins., which is almost iden- 
tical with the average.* Mean temperature 35° F., less than average by 
4-2°. Minimum 8° on 14th. Mean daily sunshine 0-78 hour, less by 0-61 
hour. Rain (or melted snow) 5-16 ins., greater by 2-50. Heavy snowstorms 
in latter part of month. An excess of easterly winds. Month ranks next to 
January of, 1940 and 1941 as third coldest January of present century. 


February.—Mean barometric pressure 80-1384 ins., greater by 0-262. 
Coldest February of present century. Mean temperature 34-1, less by 5-3°. 
Minimum 5° on 25th. Maximum 49° on 20th. This is the first February for 
at least 80 years in which the shade temperature failed to reach 50°. Mean 
daily sunshine 1-98 hours, less by 0-27. Rainfall 1-56 ins., less by 1:12. Little 
fell between 11th and 25th. Snow fell on 28 days, falls being particularly 
widespread and heavy in first week. 


March.—Mean barometric pressure 29-925 ins., greater than average by 
0-095. Mean temperature 89-5°, less than average by 1:5°. During un- 
usually cold spell from 6th to 12th Braemar recorded minimum for entire 
winter of -8°, exposed thermometer recording -—6°. Sunshine records poor 
everywhere, mean daily duration (2-69 hours) being 0-74 below normal. Rain, 
depth in inches, 1-98, less by 0-64, but spread over many days. North of line 
from Oban to Aberdeen precipitation generally less than half the normal.

REPORT on tur BIRTHS, DEATHS anp MARRIAGES RreGISstTERED IN 
SCOTLAND puriInG THE QUARTER ENDED 380TH JuNE 1942. 





Summary. — A leading feature of the Return for the second quarter of 1942 
is that the birth-rate, 19-3 per thousand,* is the highest recorded for Scotland 
in any quarter since 1982. It is 0-3 above the average. The marriage-rate, 
9:8 per thousand, continues high, being 2-2 above the pre-war average, 
although very slightly lower than in the second quarter of last year. The 
death-rate, 13-1 per thousand, although only 0-1 below the average, is 2-6 
below that for the previous quarter and 2-1 below that for the second quarter 
of last year. The infantile mortality, 64 per thousand live births, is 6 below 
the average, 26 below the rate for the previous quarter and 20 below that for 
the second quarter of last year. In the case of children aged from 1 to 15 the 
number of deaths for the second quarter of this year is also considerably below 
the average. The death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases, 20 per 
100,000, is only half the average. That from tuberculosis, 92 per 100,000, 
although lower than in the second quarter of last year, is still high, being 10 
above the average. The death-rate from bronchitis (42 per 100,000) and from 
pheumonia (52) are respectively 4.and 18 below the average. Maternal 
mortality, 4-0 per 1,000 live births, is 1-3 below that for the second quarter 
of last year and 0-4 below the average. Deaths attributed to road transport 
accidents numbered 215 and are 20 fewer than in the previous quarter. 


Births, still-births and deaths (except Service deaths and civilian deaths 
due to enemy action, which are not allocated to any Iccal area) are corrected 
throughout this report by transfer to usual place of residence if in Scotland, 
but marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births.— The 24,144 births in the quarter under review are 721 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1941, the rate per 1,000 population, 19-3, 
being 0-5 above. It is 0:3 above the average, and is the highest birth-rate 
recorded in any quarter since 19382. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-3 per cent., is 1:0 above that for the 
second quarter of 1941 and 1-1 above the average. It is the highest rate for 
any quarter since the third quarter of 1932. 

Of the 24,144 births registered, 12,289 were of male children and 11,855 
of female children, being 1,037 male births per 1,000 female. Births recis- 
tered in April numbered 8,046, in May 8,112 and in June 7,986, the equivalent 
monthly birth-rates being 19-6, 19-1 and 19-4 respectively. 
Still-Births.— The number of still-births registered during the quarter 


was 927 and is equivalent to a rate of 87 per 1,000 total births (including ~ 
still-births). 


Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 12,238, is 145 below 
that for the second quarter of 1941. The rate per 1,000 population was 9-8. 
It is 0-1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1941, but 2-2 above the 
pre-war five years’ average (1935-1939). 

Of the 12,238 marriages registered, 1,416 were civil marriages contracted | 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 5

“The averages quoted, except where 
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others were irregular marriages, contracted before that Act came into opera- 
tion. The remainder, 10,817, were solemnized by a minister of religion. In 
the second quarter of 1941 civil marriages numbered 1,323 and those with a 
religious ceremony numbered 11,051. 

Marriages registered in April numbered 4,751, in May 2,403 and in June 
5,084, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 11:5, 5-7 and 12-4 
respectively. ra 


Deaths.— Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,297 and 
equalled a rate of 13-1 per 1,000 population. They are 2,702 fewer than were 
registered in the second quarter of 1941. The rate is 2-1 less than in that 
quarter and 0-1 below the five years’ average. 

Deaths registered in April numbered 5,694, in May 5,365 and in June 
5,238, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 18-8, 12-6 and 12-7 respec- 
tively. 

Ages.—At every age-period deaths are fewer than in the second quarter 
of 1941, when 1,072 deaths were registered as due to War operations. When 
comparison is made with the five years’ average it is found that there is a 
decided increase between the ages of 15 and 35, but this is very largely 
accounted for by the number of deaths due to War operations at these ages. 
When these deaths are deducted from the figures for each year it is found 
that, compared with the average, deaths under 15 show a decrease of 11-7 per 
cent. (specially marked between 1 and 5), and those between 85 and 65 a 
decrease of 2-5 per cent., but there is an increase of 4:3 per cent. between 15 
and 35 and of 2-9 per cent. at ages over 65. 


Infantile Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,544 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality-rate of 64 per 1,000 regis- 
tered live births. This rate is 20 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1941 and 6 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the 
mortality was 60 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 116. 

The infantile mortality for the large burghs was 78, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 53. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 100 in 
Greenock, 98 in Arbroath and 89 in Kilmarnock to 52 in Clydebank, 51 in 
Kirkcaldy and 48 in Stirling. 


Causes of Death.— Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 253 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 400 fewer than in the second quarter of 1941. The death-rate 
for this group is 20 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the second 
quarter of the five preceding years is 40. These deaths include 4 from 
typhoid and paratyphoid fevers, 45 from cerebro-spinal fever, 5 from scarlet 
fever, 24 from whooping-cough, 58 from diphtheria, 61 from influenza and 
56 from measles. 


Tuberculosis.—The 1,145 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 45 
fewer than in the second quarter of 1941. Of them, 858 were ascribed to 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system and 287 to tuberculosis of other organs. 
The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 92 per 100,000, that from 
respiratory tuberculosis being 69. The former rate is 8 below that for the 
second quarter of 1941, but the latter is the same. The rates from all forms 


_ and from the respiratory form are respectively 10 and 9 above the five years’ 


average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,126, and equal a 


rate of 170 per 100,000. These deaths are 34 fewer than in the second quarter 


of 1941 but the rate is 5 above the five years’ average.

Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 527 and from 
pneumonia 654. The corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 
42 and 52 respectively. The average rates for the second quarters of the last 
five years are 46 and 65 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 97 and are equal to a rate of 4-0 per 1,000 | 
live births. This rate is 1-3 below that for the second quarter of 1941 and 0-4 
below the five years’ average. Including still-births the maternal death-rate 
is 3-9 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 1,044, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 84 per 100,000. Excluding all deaths from war operations they 
numbered 807 as against 1,018 in the previous quarter. Included in deaths 
from war operations were 18 civilian deaths from enemy action as against 22 
in the previous quarter. Nine of these deaths were of adults and nine of 
children aged under 15. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 215 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 20 compared with the 
previous quarter. 


Weather.—The following summary of the weather of the quarter has 
been compiled from notes supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edin- 
burgh :— | 


April.—Mean barometric pressure* 29-940 ins., greater than average* by 
0-021 inch. Mean temperature 46:4° I’., greater than average by 1:8°, being 
the first month since December in which temperature has been above the 
average. Mean daily sunshine 6-83 hours, greater than the average by 2-15 
hours. The month was the sunniest April for very many years. Rainfall 
1-94 ins., less by 0-06 in. Almost no rain fell during the last three weeks. 


May.—Mean barometric pressure, 29-853 ins., less than average by 0-124 
in. Mean temperature 50-0°, being 0-1° above average. Mean daily sun- 
shine, 7-10 hours, greater by 1-65 hour. Rainfall 2-81 ins., greater by 0-54 in. 
The dry weather of April lasted until well into May, but in most places rain 
was frequent in the last fortnight. Sunshine was abundant in all districts 
except Shetland. 


June.—Mean barometric pressure 30-088 ins., greater than average by 
0-090 in. Mean temperature 55-:1°, greater by 0-2°. Mean daily sunshine 
5-45 hrs., less by 0-92 hr. Rainfall 1-39 ins., less than average by 0-73 in. 
June was a very dull month, especially in west and north-west, where also 
there was more than normal rainfall. In all other districts rainfall was below 
average.

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REPORT 





REPORT on tHe BIRTHS, DEATHS anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER ENDED 30TH SEPTEMBER 1942. 


Summary. —A leading feature of the Return for the third quarter of 1942 
is that the birth-rate, 17-9 per thousand,* continues at a comparatively high 
level, being, with one exception, the highest recorded for any third quarter in 
the past ten years. It is 0-7 above the average. The marriage-rate, 9-4 per 
thousand, although 0-3 above the pre-war average, shows some decline from 
most of the very high rates which have been recorded since the outbreak of 
war. Thedeath-rate, 10-9 per thousand, is 0-2 below the average for this quarter 
and is the lowest .death-rate recorded for any quarter_since the outbreak of 
war. The infantile mortality, 59 per thousand live births, is the same as the 
average. The death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases, 14 per 100,000, 
is, with one exception, the lowest on record for Scotland. That from tuber- 
culosis, 70 per 100,000, although still rather above the average, is lower than 
any recorded since the third quarter of 1940. Maternal mortality, 3:8 per 
1,000 live births, is 0-8 below the average. 


Births, still-births and deaths (except Service deaths and civilian deaths 
due to enemy action, which are not allocated to any lccal area) are corrected 
throughout this report by transfer to usual place of residence if in Scotland, 
but marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births. —The 22,588 births in the quarter under review are 68 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1941, the rate per 1,000 population, 17-9, — 
being 0-1 below. It is 0:7 above the average. It is the highest birth-rate — 
recorded for the third quarter of any year since 1932 with the single exception 
of 1941 (18-0). 
~The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-4 per cent., is 0-2 above that for the 
third quarter of 1941 and is 1-2 above the average. 

Of the 22,588 births registered, 11,582 were of male children and 11,006 
of female children, being 1,052 male births per 1,000 female. Births regis- 
tered in July numbered 7,982, in August 7,624 and in September 6,982, the 
equivalent monthly birth-rates being 18-8, 17-9 and 17-0 respectively. 


Still-Births.— The number of still-births registered during the quarter was 
833 and is equivalent to a rate of 86 per 1,000 total births (including still? 
births). This is the lowest rate recorded in Scotland since registration of 
still-births was instituted (1989). 


Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 11,917, is 1,161 below 
that for the third quarter of 1941. The rate per 1,000 population was 9-4. It— 
is 1-0 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1941, but 0-3 above the ~ 
pre-war five years’ average (1934-19388). With two exceptions this is the 
lowest quarterly marriage-rate recorded since the outbreak of war. 

Of the 11,917 marriages registered, 1,423 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 3 
were Irregular marriages contracted before that Act came into operation. The 
remainder, 10,491, were solemnized by a minister of religion. In the corres- — 
ponding quarter of 1941 civil marriages numbered 1,473 and those with a ~ 
religious ceremony numbered 11,603. 

Marriages registered in July numbered 4,641, in August 8,543 and in

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September 3,733, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 10-9, 8-3 and 


9-1 respectively. : 


Deaths. —Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,784 and 
equalled a rate of 10-9 per 1,000 population. They are 680 fewer than were 
registered in the third quarter of 1941. The rate is 0-6 less than in that 
quarter and 0-2 below the five years’ average. It is the lowest death-rate 
recorded for any quarter since the outbreak of war. 

Deaths registered in July numbered 4,869, in August 4,512 and in Septem- 
ber 4,403, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 11:5, 10-6 and 10-7 
respectively. 


Ages.—Compared with the average number of deaths in each age-group 
during the corresponding quarter of the last five years, the numbers in the third 
quarter of this year show somewhat irregular differences. Thus, while deaths 
under one year are more by 44, those at ages 1-14 are fewer by 86, deaths at 
ages between 15 and 55 are more by 199, those between 55 and 85 are fewer by 
329 and those at ages over 85 are more by 28. The increase between 15 and 
35 is more than accounted for by the number of deaths from war operations 
at these ages. If allowance is made for this, it is found that there have been 
decreases in most age-groups. 


Infantile Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,322 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality-rate.of 59 per 1,000 regis- 
tered live births. This rate is 4 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1941 and is the same as the five years’ average. Among legitimate children 
the mortality was 56 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 94. 

The infantile mortality for the large burghs was 70, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 46. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 115 in 
Greenock, 98 in Port-Glasgow and 95 in Perth to 45 in Airdrie, 40 in Falkirk, 
and 27 in Arbroath and in Dumfries. 


Causes of Death.— Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 178 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 76 fewer than in the third quarter of 1941. The death-rate. 
for this group is 14 per 100,000 population. This is the lowest epidemic 
death-rate on record for Scotland for any quarter with the single exception of 
that for the third quarter of 1989, which was 18. The average rate for the 
third quarter is 21. These deaths include 3 from typhoid and paratyphoid 
fevers, 34 from cerebro-spinal fever, 4 from scarlet fever, 20 from whooping- 
cough, 50 from diphtheria, 23 from influenza and 44 from measles. In 
addition to these, 6 deaths were registered as due to smallpox. In the pre- 
ceding quarter there were 2. Apart from these there has been no death in 
Scotland from smallpox since 1980, when there were 2. 


Tuberculosis.—The 880 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 34 fewer 
than in the third quarter of 1941. Of them, 655 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 225 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 70 per 100,000, that* from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 52. The former rate is 2 below that for the third quarter 
of 1941 and the latter is the same. The rates from all forms and from the 
respiratéry form are respectively 5 and 4 above the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,132 and equal a 
rate of 169 per 100,000. These deaths are 32 more than in the third quarter 


. of 1941 and the rate is 11 above the five years’ average. 


fies piratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 304 and from 
pneumonia 415. The corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are

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24 and 33 respectively. The average rates for the third quarters of the pre- 
vious five years are 26 and 40 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 86 and are equal to a rate of 3-8 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 1:0 below that for the third quarter of 1941 and 0-8 
below the five years’ average. Including still-births the maternal death-rate 
is 83-7 per 1,000. It is the lowest maternal death-rate recorded for Scotland in 
any third quarter of the past ten years with the exception of that for 1939, 
which was 3:5, 

Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 1,046 and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 83 per 100,000. Excluding all deaths from war operations they 
numbered 779 as against 807 in the previous quarter. Included in deaths 
from war operations were 29 civilian deaths from enemy action as against 18 
in the previous quarter. Of these deaths 14 were of children aged under 15. 
Of the total deaths assigned to violence 228 were attributed to road transport 
accidents, an increase of 18 compared with the previous quarter. 


Weather.—The following summary of the weather of the quarter has 
been compiled from notes supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edin- 
burgh :— 


July.—An unsettled and cool month. Persistently showery weather in 
most districts, especially in the west, where sunshine records were very poor. 
Mean barometric pressure* 29-886 ins., less than average* by 0-043 inch. 
Mean temperature 57-7° F:, less than average by 0-6°. In the west day 
temperatures were unusually low for a summer month. Mean daily sunshine 
5-34 hours, greater than average by 0-23 hour. Sunshine records were poor 
in the west and north, but were up to or over average in east and south of 
Scotland. Rainfall 2-73 ins., less by 0-31 inch, precipitation being frequent 
rather than very heavy and generally above average in west and below average 
in east. Thunderstorms were reported on 12 days, especially on the 5th. 


August.—Dull, sunless weather prevailed throughout the month. Rain 
persistent and heavy in western districts but totals slightly under average in 
east and north. Mean barometric pressure 29-838 ins., less than average by 
0-050 inch. Mean temperature 58-9° F., greater than average by 1:4°.° The 
maximum temperature reported was 82°. Mean daily sunshine 2-98 hours, 
less than average by 1:51 hour. At many widely separated stations totals 
were the poorest on record. The highest total was only 115 hours (in Kdin- 
burgh). Rainfall 8-54 ins., greater by 0-14 inch. Except at the beginning 
and the end of the month the weather was wet as well as dull over the whole 
of eat except along the eust coast. Thunderstorms were widespread 
on 2nd. 


September.—Mainly unsett,ed, with much rain, especially in western 
districts. Mean barometric pressure 29-794 ins., less than average by 0-183 © 
inch. Mean temperature 53-9° ., greater than average by 0:3°. Generally 
the first half of the month was rather warmer, and the second half cooler, 
than usual. The highest reading reported was 78° and the lowest 21°. Mean 
daily sunshine 4-50 hours, greater than average by 0-44 hour. Sunshine was 
abundant along the east coast, Leucharg setting up a new high retord for 
September with 179 hours. Rainfall 3-86 ins., greater than average by 1-42 
inch. Over Scotland as a whole it was the wettest September since 1935, 
most of the country having 50 per cent. more rain than usual.

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REPORT 





- Tus Report deals primarily with the statistics for the fourth quarter of the 


year 1942, but as figures for the entire year are now available a short pre- 
liminary statement on them is included. A full report of the vital statistics 
of the year will in due course be incorporated in the Kighty-eighth Annual 
Report. The figures given for the year may be accepted.as substantially 
accurate, although they are provisional and will be superseded by those 
appearing in the Annual Report. All rates in this Return which depend on 
population are based on the estimated population as at the middle of 1939, 
and are therefore subject to some modification when revised in the Annual 
Report in which the rates will be based on up-to-date population estimates 
which cannot yet be released. 

The principal features of the vital statistics for the year now under review 
are as follows :—the birth-rate continues at a comparatively high level; the 
marriage-rate is the same as last year, but is still well above the pre-war 
average; the death-rate is below the average and is distinctly below those 
recorded in 1940 and 1941; the infantile mortality rate is the lowest on record 
for Scotland, with the single exception of that for 1989, when this rate was 
fractionally lower; the death-rate from tuberculosis is rather above the 
average, but the maternal mortality is the lowest on record for about four 
decades. 

Live births registered during the year numbered 90,694, being equal to a 
birth-rate of 18-1 per thousand.* This rate is 0-2 above the comparable rate 
for the previous year and is 0-5 above the average.* This is the first year 
since 1932 that births have exceeded 90,000. The natural increase for the 
year, i.e. the excess of births over deaths, amounts to 25,782, as compared 
with an average of 19,568. This is the largest excess of births over deaths 
since 1931. Still-births numbered 3,598, as compared with 3,689 in 1941. 
The former number represents a rate of 88 per thousand total births, live and 
still. Illegitimate live births numbered 6,454 or 7-1 per cent. of the total 
number of live births. This rate is the highest recorded since 19381. The 
proportion of male live births per thousand female was 1,048, being 11 fewer 
than in 1941 and 7 below the average. 

Marriages registered during the year numbered 47,512. The marriage- 
rate of 9-5 per thousand is the same as the rate for 1941 but is 1:8 above the 
pre-war average. 

Of these 47,512 marriages, 41,761 were solemnised by ministers of religion 
—41,336 being preceded by proclamation of banns or by publication of notice 
and 425 authorised by Sheriff’s licence. Civil marriages contracted in the 
offices of authorised registrars in accordance with the provisions of the 
Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, numbered 5,736, of which 4,732 were preceded 
by publication of notice and 1,004 authorised by Sheriff’s licence. Of the 


* All rates for the years 1939 to 1942 which are quoted in this Return are based ‘upon the

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remainder, 14 were registered on the authority of an Extract Decree of 
Declarator pronounced in the Court of Session and 1 by Sheriff’s warrant. 

Deaths from all causes numbered 64,962, representing a death-rate of 
13-0 per thousand. This is 1:5 below the corresponding rates for 1941 and 
for 1940 and is 0-7 below the five years’ average. The death-rate for each 
quarter was below the average, the difference being greatest in the first 
quarter. 

Deaths of children under one year of age numbered 6,284, giving an in- 
fantile mortality-rate of 69 per thousand live births. This rate is 14 less than 
in 1941 and is 7 below the average. The rate for 1939 was also 69 to the 
nearest integer but was fractionally lower than in 1942, and with this excep- 
tion the rate for 1942 is the lowest on record for Scotland. The rate was below 
the average in every quarter except the third. Among legitimate children 
this rate was 66 per thousand and among illegitimate children it was 115.” 
These rates are both less than in the previous year. | 

Table Ila shows the total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 
the year classified by sex and by cause, and also the numbers for both sexes 
by age and by cause in combination. When the number of deaths in each 
age-period is compared with the corresponding number for 1941, it is found 
that the principal reductions are among children.. The reduction in the 
number of deaths of infants has already been referred to, but this reduction 
of 15 per cent. has been exceeded by that in other young age-groups, the 
reduction being one of 35 per cent. at age 1-4, of 31 per cent. at age 5-9 and 
of 23 per cent. at age 10-14. The reduction exceeds 10 per cent. between 
25 and 55 but is less than 10 per cent. at the higher ages. 

The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* was excep- 
tionally low, only 1,060 deaths having been certified as due to one or other 
of these causes. The lowest numbers previously recorded were 1,856 in 1939 
and 1,825 in 1988. The equivalent death-rate was 21 per 100,000 as against 
48 in 1941.+ Deaths from influenza numbered 308 (705 in 1941). So far as 
comparable figures are available, this is the lowest number ever recorded in 
Scotland, the previous lowest number having been 396 in 1938. Deaths from 
diphtheria numbered 292 (517 in 1941). It is the lowest number ever recorded 
in Scotland, the previous lowest having been 356, which occurred both in 
1933 and in 1931. Deaths from cerebro-spinal fever numbered 180 (832 in 
1941 and 482 in 1940), but the number is still above any recorded between 
1934 and 1939. Deaths from measles numbered 144 (103 in 1941). Deaths 
from whooping-cough numbered only 92 (720 in 1941). This also is the lowest 
number on record, the previous minimum having been 197 in 1940. 24 
deaths were recorded from scarlet fever (26 in 1941), these being the smallest 
numbers ever registered in Scotland. 20 deaths were registered as due to 
typhoid and paratyphoid fevers (23 in 1941). 

Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) numbered 3.995 as against 4,175 in 
1941. The equivalent death-rate is 80 per 100,000, as compared with 83 in

with the corresponding numbers for the previous year. 
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1941 and 80 in 1940. The rates for 1940, 1941 and 1942 are higher than the 
corresponding rates for any year since 1932. Of the deaths in 1942, 3,041 
were from tuberculosis of the respiratory system (3,117 in 1941), while deaths 
from other forms numbered 954 (1,058 in 1941). The decline is therefore 
comparatively greater in the non-respiratory forms, and this is especially 
marked in age-group 15-24, in which the non-respiratory deaths have declined 
from 288 in 1941 to 223 in 1942, although the deaths from the respiratory 
form have in the same group increased from 854 to 894. The death-rate from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system was 61, as compared with 62 in 1941 
and 61 in 1940. 

Deaths from syphilis (including parasyphilitic diseases) numbered 306 as 
compared with 262 in 1941. The increase is principally in deaths from 
aneurysm of aorta (96 as compared with 76) and in those from congenital or 
undefined syphilis. Deaths from this cause of infants under one year num- 
bered 26 (21 in 1941). 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 8,556, being 120 more than in 
1941 and 431 above the average. Once again it is the largest number hitherto 
registered in Scotland, but it is probable that the greater part of this increase 
may be attributed to the ageing of the population. The death-rate is 171 
(168 in 1941). Deaths from all forms of heart disease numbered 15,068. This 
represents a notable decline, being 1,182 less than in 1941 and 259 less than 
the average. For many years deaths from heart disease have shown an 
almost uninterrupted increase year by year, and this culminated in a total of 
16,503 in 1940. Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (not tuber- 
cular nor malignant) numbered 6,191, being 1,490 fewer than in 1941. Those 
from bronchitis numbered 2,489 (653 fewer) and those from pneumonia 2,782 
(791 fewer). The death-rates from bronchitis and from pneumonia were 
respectively 49 (13 less) and 56 (15 less). : 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth num- 
bered 380, being 59 fewer than in 1941. They are equal to a maternal 
mortality-rate of 4:0 per thousand births, live and still, being 0-7 less than in 
1941 and 0-5 below the average. Deaths from puerperal sepsis numbered 160 
(2 more) while those from other conditions numbered 220 (61 fewer). This 
decrease occurred principally in cases associated with pregnancy, which 
numbered 91 as compared with 136 in 1941, while deaths which occurred 
during or following childbirth numbered 129 as compared with 145 in 1941. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 4,397 as compared with 
6,627 in 1941. This decline is principally due to the fact that the 1941 total 
included 1,905 deaths of civilians as a result of war operations. Such deaths 
in 1942 numbered only 78. The death-rate (all violent causes) in 1942 was 
88 (182 in 1941). Deaths from suicide numbered 375 (405 in 1941) and those 
from road transport accidents 989 (1,150 in 1941). 

Attention has already been drawn to the principal features brought out 
by Table Ila. In addition to those already mentioned it may be noted that 
deaths from cerebral hemorrhage and allied conditions have declined from 
7,334 in 1941 to 7,144 in 1942, and that those from gastric and duodenal ulcer 
have similarly declined from 746 to 586. In 1941 there was a striking increase 
(946 in 1940 to 1,154 in 1941) in the number of deaths due to diarrhea. In 
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1942 this number fell to 1,058.- For ail other diseases of the digestive system 
combined the number fell from 1,636 in 1941 to 1,584 in 1942. Deaths from 
diseases of the genito-urinary system numbered 2,550 (2,498 in 1941), from 
congenital debility, premature birth, &c. 3,295 (8,636 in 1941) and from old 
age 2,067 (2,315 in 1941). 

In Table Ia will be found the principal numbers and rates for Scotland 
and the numbers only for each of the large burghs. The publication of local 
population estimates, and of rates based on them, has been suspended in 
this Return for the time being. 


REPORT on tHE BIRTHS, DEATHS ann MARRIAGES reGIstTEeREpD IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER ENDED 31sT DECEMBER 1942. 


Summary.— Leading features of the Return for the fourth quarter of 1942 
are that the birth-rate continues at a comparatively high level, that the 
marriage-rate is lower than that for any quarter since the outbreak of war, 
and that both the general death-rate and the infantile mortality-rate are 
below the average. The birth-rate, 17-5 per thousand, is 1-1 above the 
average.* The marriage-rate, 8-4 per thousand, although still above the pre- 
war average, is the lowest recorded for any quarter since the outbreak of the 
present war. The death-rate, 12-2 per thousand, is 0-8 below the average. 
The infantile mortality, 66 per thousand births, is the lowest recorded for the 
fourth quarter of any year. The death-rate from the principal epidemic 
diseases, 17 per 100,000, is also the lowest on record for the fourth quarter of 
any year. That from tuberculosis, 71 per 100,000, is shghtly above the 
average. Maternal mortality, 8-6 per 1,000 live births, is, with one exception, 
the lowest on record for any quarter for which comparable rates are available. 


Births, still-births and deaths (except Service deaths and civilian deaths 
due to enemy action, which are not allocated to any lccal area) are corrected 
throughout this report by transfer to usual place of residence if in Scotland, 
but marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births.— The 22,081 births in the quarter under review are 671 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1941, the rate per 1,000 population, 17-5, 
being 0-5 above. It is 1-1 above the average. 

~The proportion of illegitimate births, 6-8 per cent., is the same as that for 
the fourth quarter of 1941 but 0-8 above the average. 

Of the 22,081 births registered, 11,290 were of male children and 10,791 
of female children, being 1,046 male births per 1,000 female. SBirths regis- 
tered in October numbered 7,858, in November 6,826 and in December 7,397, 

the equivalent monthly birth-rates being 18-5, 16-6 and 17-4 respectively. 


Still-Births—The number of still-births registered during the quarter 
was 863 and is equivalent to a rate of 388 per 1,000 total births (including 
still-births). |

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_ Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 10,610, is 891 below 
that for the fourth quarter of 1941. The rate per 1,000 population was 8-4. 
It is 0-7 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1941 but 0-8 above the 
pre-war average (1934-1938). It is the lowest quarterly marriage-rate 
recorded for Scotland since the outbreak of war. 

Of the 10,610 marriages registered, 1,422 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 8 
were irregular marriages (Decree of Declarator). The remainder, 9,185, were 
solemnized by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1941 
civil marriages numbered 1,455 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 
10,047. | 

Marriages registered in October numbered 8,408, in November 8,230 and 
in December 3,972, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 8-0, 7-8 and 
9-3 respectively. 


Deaths.— Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 15,440, and 
equalled a rate of 12-2 per 1,000 population. They are 323 fewer than were 
registered in the fourth quarter of 1941. The rate is 0-3 less than in that 
quarter and 0:8 below the five years’ average. 

Deaths registered in October numbered 4,811, in November 5,182 and in 
December 5,447, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 11:3, 12-6 and 
12-8 respectively. 

Ages.—Comparison of deaths at various age-periods with the five years’ 
average shows improvement at all age-periods except 15-24, the increase in 
that group being attributable to deaths of members of the Services. At age- 
period 1-9 the decline amounted to 28 per cent. and at 45-64 to 8 per cent. 

Infantile Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,457 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality-rate of 66 per 1,000 regis- 
tered live births. This rate is 9 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1941 and 12 below the five years’ average. It is the lowest rate recorded for 
the fourth quarter of any year. Among legitimate children the mortality was 
62 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children ‘119. 

The infantile mortality for the large burghs was 76, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 54. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 106 in 
Port Glasgow, 102 in Greenock and 99 in Perth to 47 in Stirling, 46 in 
Falkirk and 29 in Dumbarton. 


Causes of Death. — Principal emt Diseases.*—There were 218 
deaths registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal 
epidemic diseases, being 105 fewer than in the fourth quarter of 1941. The 
death-rate for this group is 17 per 100,000 of population, being the lowest 
rate recorded for the fourth quarter of any year. The average rate for the 
fourth quarter of the five preceding years is 831. These deaths include 3 from 
typhoid and paratyphoid fevers, 29 from cerebro-spinal fever, 9 from scarlet 
fever, 21 from whooping-cough, 69 from diphtheria, 59 from influenza and 28 
from measles. 


* Typhoid fever, paratyphoid fever, cerebro- spinal fever, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, 
diphtheria, influenza and measles. 
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Tuberculosis.—The 890 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 22 fewer 
than in the fourth quarter of 1941. Of these 700 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 190 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 71 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 55. The former rate is 1 below that for the fourth quarter 
of 1941 and the latter is 2 below. The rates from all forms and from the 
respiratory form are respectively 4 and 3 above the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,141 and equal 
a rate of 170 per 100,000. These deaths are 33 more than in the fourth 
quarter of 1941 and the rate is 7 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 5138 and from 
pneumonia 612. The corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 
41 and 48 respectively. The average rates for the fourth quarters of the 
~ previous five years are 51 and 70 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 80 and are equal to a rate of 3-6 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-9 below that for the fourth quarter of 1941 and 1-3 
below the five years’ average. Including still-births, the maternal death-rate 
is 3-5 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 1,182 and are equivalent to a . 
death-rate of 90 per 100,000. Excluding all deaths from war operations they 
numbered 936 as against 779 in the previous quarter. Included in deaths 
from war operations were 9 civilian deaths from enemy action as against 29 
in the previous quarter. 8 of these deaths were of adults and 1 of a child aged 
under 15. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 311 were attributed to road 
transport accidents, an increase of 83 compared with the previous quarter. 


Weather. — The following summary of the weather of the quarter 
has been compiled from notes supplied by the Meteorological Office, 
Edinburgh : — | 

October.—A very wet and sunless month in the west but more normal in 
the east. Mean barometric pressure* 29-764 ins., less than average by 0-118 
in. Mean temperature 49-1° F., greater by 10°. Temperatures ranged from 
69° at Banff to 23° at Braemar. Mean daily sunshine 2-50 hours, less by 0:22 
hour. Deficient over most of the country but above average between Fife and 
Aberdeen. While Leuchars had 120 hours, several places in west had fewer 
than 40. Rainfall 3-93 ins., greater than average by 0-95 in. For the third | 
month in succession rainfall was excessive in west and north but rather below 
average in parts of the east of Scotland. Highest total was 23-57 ins. at Glen 
Shiel. A feature of the rainfall in the very wet areas was its persistence. 
Several stations had rain on every day. There were several falls of over 8 ins. 
in 24 hours. Snow fell in some areas in the west on 8th and generally on high 
ground during the last week. Gales on 12 days, the heaviest being on 9th— 
10th and on 15th—16th, when mean speeds of 60 miles per hour were recorded, 
with gusts at 80. Widespread thunderstorms on night of 28th—29th. 


* Mean values refer to those for 11 Principal Towns, the averages in the case of pressure 
and rainfall referring to 1881-1915 and in the case of temperature and sunshine to 1906-35, 
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November.—A very dry month with abundant sunshine in the east. Mean 
barometric pressure 80-220 ins., greater than average by 0-370 in. Mean 
temperature 41-2°, less by 0-7°, extremes being 62° at Stonehaven and 14° 
at Braemar. Mean daily sunshine 2-04 hours, greater than average by 0:28 
hour. Best aggregates round Firth of Tay, but poor aggregates in large areas 
in west. Rainfall 0-70 ins., less than average by 2:77 ins. With the exception 
of November 1937 it was the driest November on record for Scotland. Some 
areas had little more than 10 per cent. of their normal rainfall. Fog persistent 
only in Clyde area. Wind mainly between 8.W. and N.W., attaining gale 
force on 9 days, with gusts up to 75-85 miles per hour on 15th. 


December.—A mild and stormy month. Mean barometric pressure 29-716 
ins., less than average by 0-055 in. Month was the mildest December since 
1934, the mean temperature (42:9°) being 3-1° above normal. Mean tempera- 
tures high in all districts, especially from 6th to 10th. Highest 59° at Dundee — 
and lowest 12° at West Linton. Mean daily sunshine 1-10 hour, greater by 
0-03 hour, there being a certain excess in the south while some places in west 
and north had a deficit. Rainfall 8-87 ins., greater by 0-21 in. Except during 
first three days rainfall was frequent and heavy over most of country, although 
in the Lothians and in Berwickshire the fall was only half the average. Wind 
mainly between S.H. and 8.W., reaching gale force on 20 days, more than 
in any month of 1942. Many gales were severe and caused much damage. 
Gusts up to 80 miles per hour were recorded on several days.
